For 22 yeare the advocates of Woman Suffrage have lob- 
bied at Washington in behalf of the right of women to vote.

The fact that, after all this time, members of the female 
sex find themaelves sufficiently stirred up to go to the nation’s 
Capitol and oppose Woman Suffrage is proof that the move- 
ment has reached a critical stage.

The Presidents conclusions are not the result of lezal in- | 
quiry or judicial study. They are the product of partisan | 
necessity. 

“Our new possessicns must not be permitted to injure 
any of our protectel interests.”’ 

This doctrine, though revolutionary, is not new or strange. 
The Roman republic conuuered foreign peoples and governed 
them for the benefit of Rome and Romans. Mr. McKinley, 
proposes to do the same thing—to govern the people of Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Filipiros without reference to their wel- 
fare, but primarily for the commercial benefit of Americans.
